El Paso, Texas, November 16.—A 
party of Americans, including a num- 
ber of El Paso city firemen, was fired 
upon today by armed Mexicans while 
hunting on an island in the Rio Grande 
river near Fabens, Texas, thirty-five 
miles southeast of here. Jeff Glaves, | 
of El Paso, was shot through both 
legs. 

There were ten Americans jn the 
party, according to their story. They 
were hunting on the island when the 
Mexicans appeared about 10 o’clock this 
morning. J. H. Harris, an El Paso 
lawyer, said forty shots were fired at 
them. He was not wounded. He said 
the Mexicans appeared to be soldiers. 


Harris said the Americans did not 
return the fire. They’ rescued Glaves 
from where he was lying wounded in 
the water. In the fighting Jesse 
gold, one of the party, was overpower- 
ed and robbed of money and part of 
his clothing, it was said. 

The party managed to make its way 
to a cavairy patrol camp and_ the 
soldiers made a rush for the island and 
the Mexicans dispersed into Mexico, 
firing as they ran. The island is in 
American territory. Glaves was 
seareene to the Fort Bliss base hos- 
pital.

Lying as though in sleep, the body 
of Miss Bertha Montag, of 345 Myrtle 
street, was found in a grove about 100 | 
yards from the Marietta road near ;

Coroner Donehoo held an inquest last 
night and the jury returned a verdict 
of “death caused by carbolic acid, self- 
administered with svicidal intent.” 

The body was first seen by Katie 
Johnson, a negress. She went into her 
garden in the rear of her house, she 
said, to pick some greens for supper, 
and saw the body lying in a reclining 
position against a tree. She ran back 
to the house and saw County Police 
Ideutenant J. C. Oliver and Officer 
Charles Lyle, who she told of the inci- 
dent. Miss Montag was dying when 
the negress reached her side. 

Peison Vial Found. 

When the officers arrived at the 
scene they found the body leaning 
back against the tree, the hands in 
each pocket, with the/head sunk on 
her chest. A handbag was in her lap 
and by her side was a cork stopper. 
Lying ten féet away, almost hidden in 
the straw which covered the ground, 
was a four-ounce bottle labeled car- 
bolic acid The label bore the signa- 

“ ture of Liggett’s drugstore on White- 
hali street. It had contained four 
ounces, and the unfortunate woman 
evidently drank all of it. One ounce, 
or less, would have produced death, was 
the opinion of Dr. Pace, who reached 
the scene shortly after the police. 

Herbert Haag, a cousin of Miss Mon- 
tag, stated at the inquest last night 
that Miss Montag had been in ill-health 
‘for cighteen months. She was of a 
nervous temperament, he said, and had 
grown deeply despondent, especially of 
late. She has spént most of the last 
two years in sanitariums and health 
resorts, and only returned from Cin- 
cinnati last Monday.

A belated dispatch to the Associated 
Press sent from Petrograd last Wed- 
nesday morning reiterates that the 
forces of Alexander Kerensky, pre- 
mier of the provisional Russian gov- 
ernment, met with defeat at the hands 
of the Bolsheviki south of Petrograd 
while endeavoring to march upon 
Tsarskoe-Selo and were compelled to 
retreat back to Gatchina, whence they 
started for the attack. 

A more belated communication—de- 
spatched from Petrograd last Tues- 
day—contained more hopeful news 
concerning Kiev, where it was said 
the Cossacks and military cadets had 
gained control of the city after con- 
siderable fighting, during which the 
leaders of the recalcitrants were ar- 
rested. Moscow, however, was partly 
in the hands of the government troops 
and partly under the control of the 
Bolsheviki—the government contin- 
gents holding the central portion of:

INVESTIGATION 
| MOST THOROUGH. 

Governor Dorsey made a most thor- 
ough investigation, taking not merely 
the information given him by General 
Hayden and his officers, but talking to 
civilians in Macon, men of the ranks 
at Camp Wheeler, from Georgia, Flori- 
da, Alabama and Tennessee, seeking in- 
formation both from privates who did 
not know his identity and men who 
did know him, asking them gqpestions) 
in the presence of officers and also 
before the officers of the camp knew 
that he had arrived, and by making a 
thorough personal inspection of e | 
base hospital at the camp. 

In brief, the governor found the ys 2 
lowing conditions to exist: There is 
a total of 1,540 cases under treatment 
at the base hospital. Of this number 
1,125 are cases of measles, practically 
all mild, and many cases where men 
stated they are not sick and have never 
felt the need of sores to the hospital 
and who are being held 
only as a quarantine measure. 

There has been a total of 120 cases 
of pneumonia. The number is now 
Ener less than that. 

he measles cases constitute no cause 
whatever for alarm, but, on the con- 
trary, it is felt that it is much better 
that such an epidemic should occur now |: 
than later, perhaps, in France. 

While there were some cases of 
measles at Camp Wheeler prior to the. 
arrival of men from Camp Pike, Ark., 
most of the measles infection was. 
spread pareery by cases brought in from ; 
Camp Pike, apparently. 


PNEUMONIA 
MENACE. 


The pneumonia cases are a potential 
menace to such men as are suffering 
from this trouble, especially should 
‘there be any severe change in weather 
‘conditions. These cases are wel] in 
_ hand, however, and every medical at- 
tention is being given the patients. 
The remainder of cases is from acci- 
‘dents, broken legs, arms, ribs and minor 
lacerations and bruises and from slight 
hag ey ailments. 
here has been @ very marked de- 
‘crease in cases of venereal diseases. 
There is no Shortage of cots for men 
in the hospital. The fact that numer- | 
ous cases are being treated on cots a 
the porches of the hospita] building 
does not mean that there is not shelter 
for them; but these are cases the 
treatment of which is facilitated oy | 
open air. Governor Dorsey questioned 
patients on cots on the porches very | 
closely, and in no case was there a 
single complaint of neglect or of lack 
of protection from cold. The governor 
was shown hospital units with 250 shel- 
tered cots which have not been put into 
use. In addition to this it is under- 
stood that two more hospital buildings 
will have been completed before the 
end of the present week, 


| Relief for Clothing Shortage. 


The governor found that there is a 
'shortage of woolen underwear and 
| overcoats for the men and taht most 
'of the men have but two blankets 


' when they would be more comfortable : 


| with more covering. In many instances 
{men have three blankets. The genera] 
| order requiring men to wear only reg- 
| ulation apparel has been lifted at Camp 
Wheeler by a special order permitting 
‘men to wear anything they want to 
and can get hold of whenever’ the 
| weather demands it. 

. Governor Dorsey inquired very par- 
' ticularly into why sufficient clothing 
has not been furnished the men, and 
is satisfied that the Camp Wheeler au- 
'thorities have made every possible ef- 
“fort to obtain these supplies from the 
_federal government, and that the gov- 
| ernment itself is supplying these arti- 
cles as fast as they can be manufac- 
tured, 

The governor took into consideration 
‘the fact that the war department can- 
not afford to furnish full complement 
‘of supplies to one camp to the neglect 
of other camps. Governor Dorsey has 
, excellent reason for believing that the 
‘present shortage of warm clothing 
i will be to a very considerable extent, 
if not almost entirely, relieved before 
this month is over. 
| Very diligent inquiry showed that 
there is no actual physical suffering 
from the lack of clothing. Men com- 
plained that they sometimes got chilly 
eb f in the morning, but stated that 
they did not suffer. 

The lack of overcoats, however, does 
afford this menace to the health of 
the men, and is regarded as largely 
responsible for the colds and pneumo- 
nia. The menace is in the fact that 
men, lacking overcoats do not properly 
protect themselves when going from 
a warm tent out into the cold or in 
riding back to camp in the chilly night 
air from a warm theater or picture 
show. The men have been urged time 
without: number to avoid this—to use 
blankets if they had no overcoat or 
other heavy wrap. Soldiers in western 
camps employ this means of keeping 
protected all the time, but the men at 
Camp Wheeler have shown an averse- 
ness to using blankets in this manner, 
it is said. The governor saw some 
men thus protecting themselves, how- 
ever. 


Red Oross Splendid. 


Governor Dorsey was greatly im- 
pressed with the work which the Ma- 
con Red Cross has done at Camp 
Wheeler. 
ed promptly and efficiently to every / 
emergency. This organization has sent 
warm clothing and warm bedding to the | 
camp in large quantities, when called 
upon by the camp officials. The gov- 
ernor was warm in his praise of work 
of these people.

MAKERS OF BREAD 
MUST GET LICENSE 
FROM GOVERNMENT 


By the terms of the president’s proc- 
lamation, recently issued as authorized 
by the food conservation act, all per- 
sons, firms and associations who manu- 
facture bread in any form and who use 
as much as ten barrels of flour per 
month, must procure a government 
license. This must be done on or be- 
fore December 10. Application for the 
license should be made to the United 


States food administration, Washing- |] 


ton, D. C., law department, license di- 
vision, and must be on printed forms 
prepared by them for that purpose. 
These forms will be furnished by the 
department on request. - 

The requirement as to license includes 
hotels, restaurants, other public eating. 
places, and clubs, who serve bread or 
other bakery products of their own 
baking. | 

Parties who will have to procure 
these lHcenses ought not to delay mak- 
ing application for the blank forms. 
If they wait until December 10 to ap- 
ply for their forms, they will not be 
able to attend to the matter in time 
to comply with the law. There should, 
therefore, be no delay, and every res- 
ta@urant, hotel, club or other concern 
in Georgia which will need the licenses

A splendid opportunity for ,the state to | 


get together. and rescue its highway system | 
from its present condition of orphanage. will 
be presented by the third annual convention 
of the Association of County Commissioners 
of Georgia, to be held in Savannah, Novem- 
ber 21, the formal call for which appears in 
another place upon this page. 

_It is to be hoped that at this meeting the 
various highway-construction authorities 
will decide upon a system of co-operation 
and means worked out whereby the sundry 

‘highway activities for the future will be co 
ordinated in such a way ag to minimize lost 
motion, red tape and cross-purpose endeavor 
—the things which have retarded the de- 
velopment of an adequate system of high- 
ways in Georgia up to this time. 

This state, it is true, has a highway com- 
mission, created a little more than a year 
ago; but in creating it the legislature made 
no provision of state money with which for 
‘it to perform its functions, and all the work 
that the commission has done it has done 
with the aid of county funds. And Judge 
T. E. Patterson, its chairman, well says that 
“with our hands thus tied we have worked 
under an awful handicap.” - | 

Because the highway department had 
been thus handicapped, and also because of 
federal red tape, not a shovelfull of earth 
has been turned on Georgia highways 
through the application of federal-aid money, 
regardless of the fact that $135,000 of such 
funds has been available for more than a 
year, and next year three years’ allotments— 
totaling approximately $670,000—will be 
available. 

The use of this money is contingent upon 
its duplication, dollar for dollar, by the 
state, or counties; so that next year, if the 
federal requfrements are met, a grand total 
of $1,340,000 will be at the disposal of the 
highway authorities for use upon the roads 
of Georgia. 

It is greatly to be desired that the vari- 
ous boards of county commissioners at the 
Savannah convention will decide upon a 
definite plan of action, agree upon a 
definite good-roads program to be carried 
out under one directing head, which head 
naturally should be the state highway com- 
mission. 

Judge Patterson announces that a meet- 
ing of the commission has been called for 
November 28; and at that meeting it is 
to be hoped the plans resulting from the 
Savannah convention will be rounded out, 
given official sanction and put into such 
form that action in accordance with them 
can begin without further unnecessary delay. 

Then it will rest with the legislature to 
take whatever steps are necessary to place 
the state in position to realize to the fullest 
possible extent the advantages to accrue 
from the federal-aid appropriations.

CURBING LETTER OUTPUT. 


Three-cent postage already, it is said, has 
brought many a careful] American business 
man to a conviction that in the past he has 
burdened the mails with a lot of letters that. 

meed never have been written. Conse- 
quently, and in keeping with the suggestion 
by the federal administration, the process” 
of elimination of superfluous letter-writing

_A REGRETTABLE DELAY. 


It is to be regretted that the specifica- 
tions for the paving of Peachtree road and 
Candler road have been rejected in Wash- 
ington, with the result that the work may 
probably be delayed for a period of months— 
how long, nobody professes to know. 

The most regrettable thing, however, is 
that this work was not started months ago 
and completed by the time the camp was 
made ready for the soldiers. 

Plans and specifications were prepared 
by the construction quartermaster at the 
cantonment and rushed to completion. 
These, however, for some reason not di- 
vulged, have been rejected in Washington 
ard preparation of new ones ordered. 

How long it will be before the roads 
can bé repaired under the new plans to be 
produced is wholly problematical. It is to 
be hoped, however, that no time will be lost, 
because wet weather may be expected at any 
time in this season of the year, and when 
it begins effective work-on the roads will 
be next to impossible. 

With the highway in its present condi- 
tion, a few days of rainfall will render it 
impassable, and confine means of passenger 
traffic between Camp Gordon and the city 
to the single-track trolley line that has been 
in. operation since October 15. 

Realizing the true condition of things, it 
would ‘seem that the federal authorities 


| would appreciate the vital importance of

BLAMING THE HYPHEN. 

Vice President Marshall said in the course 
of a4 speech in Boise, Idaho, a few days ago 
that the hyphen is respénsible for the war 
in which America is now engaged; and he 
was able to bolster his assertion with some 
quite plausible reasoning. : 

People come here from all nations and 
all climes, he said in effect, settle in groups 
or colonies and live unto themselves and 
apart from the rest of society and govern 
their own conduct largely in accord with 


“the customs and ideals of their native land. 


He blames the American people and gov- 
ernment for permitting that. sort of thing, 


‘and for not teaching such citizens-by-adop- 


tion the ideals of American citizenship. 
Then, he attributed to the people unduly 


i lax methods in letting the politicians ‘‘than- 


dle the foreign vote with a view to furthering 


their own interests,” pointing out that “the | 
foreigners had come to believe that they 


exerted a great influence upon’ public opin- 
ion in this country.” 

It is easy to understand how a German 
community, for instance, unfamiliar . with 
thé English tongue and standing apart: from, 
and not fraternizing with, other communi- 
ties, could become imbued with an idea of 


‘self-importance which fact would not jus- 


tify; and how, because of that mistaken im- 
pression in the various German-American 
communities—and widely distributed geo- 
graphically—Berlin might form an entirely 
erroneous conviction regarding the weight of 
German opinion upon the American public 
as a whole. 

That probably accounts in large measure 
for Zimmermann’s ante-bellum boast to 
Gerard that the United States dare not 
break with Germany for fear of an uprising 
of the masses of people of German blood 
resident here. 

Probably, too, when the break did come 
Zimmermann and the rest of the Hohenzol- 
lern regime were surprised to find that the 
preponderance of German-American citizens 
remained loyal to the free country of their 
adoption, and that in no instance was there 
any attempt at organized rebellion in behalf 
of the kaiser. 

But there is no gainsaying that there is 
much food for.thought in what Mr. Marshall 
said, and that our general attitude of indif- 
ference regarding people who come here 
from foreign lands is unjust both to our- 
selves and to them. When people seek and 
find a haven in America they should be 
made to become American citizens in al] 
that American citizenship implies. 

It is more than just barely possible, too, 
that the German rulers in this instance 
were deceived by their representatives in 
this country, who, in turn, may have mis- 
judged the sentiment and loyalty of the Teu- 
tonic people of America. Perhaps by this 
time they have discovered to their sorrow 
that German-born men and women may still 
harbor a lingering love for the. “fatherland” 
and the old home scenes and surroundings 
and traditions, and yet remain steadfast and 


‘loyal to the land where they found freedom 


and opportunities. 

And had those in authority in Berlin 
known last March what they know now, it is 
very possible that their demeanor toward 
America and American rights and lives 
would have been so vastly different from 
what it was that war would not have been 
provoked. . fe |

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London.—In all the belligerent countries 
of Europe action has been taken against the 
more violent kinds of pacifism. When treach- 
ery or disloyalty could be proved dangerous, 
the governments have shown their power; 
when pacifism was mild and argumentative 
alone, the affair has been left to the hand- 
ling of individuals. Something like lynch 
law has prevailed everywhere. 

Those who wonder why so much pacifism 
is permitted in England, France and even in 
Germany, make the mistake of thinking that 
the expression of pacifism tends to break 
down. the morale of the civilians and sol- 
diers. The actual situation is this: in every 
warring country experience has proved that 
the ranting of professional pacifists, few 
in number but loud of voice, tends to make 
the bulk of the population more firmly pro- 


war than ever. The poor civilian, who cannot 
do any fighting against the enemy abroad, 
manages to get a certain amount of satisfac- 
tion from fighting the enemy at home. An 
attack on a pacifist meeting is a good 
safety valve for the pent-up emotions of the 
civilian. | 

So far, however, no organized or disor- 
ganized attacks have been made on the 
pessimists, who share many characteristics 
with the pacifists and who have infinitely 
more capacity for trouble. The pacifist and 
the pessimist are alike in this: they cannot 
The major- 
ity of mankind has the faculty of believing 
itself right and of thinking that what. it 
says, does, thinks and possesses, is slightly 
better than the sayings, doings, thinkings 
and possessions of other people. A certain 
minority is of the contrary opinion. They 
are acutely conscious of their own _ short- 
comings and realize all too brightly the bril- 
liance of others. Their neigbbor’s cow and 
their neighbor’s case at law always appear 
better than their own. 

So long as this feeling is strictly private, 
no objection can be made When it begins 
to be national, when it affects the conduct 
of a war, it becomes a terrible danger and 
must be counteracted in some way - 

Not Time for Peace. 

Take actual cases. Five months after 
the United States entered the war its action 
was almost completely forgotten by the ma- 
jority of the unthinking People of entente 
countries. Why? Because of those five 
months the high and totally unjustifiable ex- 
pectations of the 1917 offensives had fallen 
ee -: ound.

and the beginnings of negotiations for 
eace. By September this outcome was real- 
zed impossible. Not only had Russia broken; 
the western front had yielded nothing more 
than a succession of glorious but ineffective 
victories, without the hope of a decision. 
arose put the main 
fact of the last, six months—the entrance of 
the United States—into the background. 
This was not due to lack of appreciation, 
nor least of all to gouty It was due to 
the fact that under war-strain more people 
fall into the pessimist’s perverted state of 
mind. They cannot see the good side of 
their own business. 

Apart from the honest, religious non-re- 
sistant, the pacifjsts are those who cannot 
righteousness of their country’s 
cause. The non-resistant ought to say: “It 
is possible that we are endlessly right and 
the enemy abominably and unforgivably 
wrong; but we ought not to go to war to 
punis the wrong.” All other types of 
pacifist are those who cannot believe that 
our cause is better than that of the Central 
Empires. The. pessimists also can be divided 
in this manner. In every country a few men 
who study military affairs; who know: the 
status of man-power, money-power and re- 
sistance-power, have come to the conclusion 
that their side cannot win. In Germany the 
number of these professional pessimists is 
growing; in the entente countries it is either 
standing still or falling off. . Beside’ these 
the vast body of pessimists is uninformed, 
incapable of judgment and simply falls into 
pessimism because it has a natural tendency 
to minimize whatever is its own and to 
magnify the power of the enemy. 

Pessimists Are Real Dangers. 


_ European experience shows that the pa- 
cifist is not a ee and that the pessimist 
is. When the pacifist is a traitor, as he has 
been in Russia, or in the affair of the “Bon- 
net Rouge” in France, he must be stamped 
out. When he is an anti-militarist, as in 
the case of the Industrial Workers of the 
World in America, he must be invited to 
fight the militarism of Germany rather than 
the militancy of his own country. But when 
he is rss | etter cee person who 
cannot see the justice of his own oase, he 
may be let alone to the comparatively ten- 
der mercies of his fellow men. 

The pessimistis never an offender against 
the law, and therefore he must be treated 
circumspectly, but he must be met. Up to 
this time the European countries have en- 
trusted the prosecution to politicians and 
to jingo journalists, who have succeeded in 
making the pessimists stronger than ever. 
In England the press, in France the poli- 
ticians, in Germany both have mystified and 
misled the people to the extent where 

essimism becomes a real political danger. 
he political crisis in England which upset 
Mr. Asquith, and that which cast out M. 
Briand in France were directly attributable 
to a widespread and exaggerated hopeless- 
ness on the part of the civilians of those 
countries. And each political turnover gives 
so much more hope to the enemy. 


Cause of Pessimism. 


One cause of pessimism is lack of infor- 
mation. Dispatches from commanding offi- 
cers are becoming rarer and rarer in most 
countries, and the daily communiques, ex- 
cept in the case of the fulsome apologies 
of the Germans and Austrians, are too brief 
and too vague to give either comfort or in- 
formation. Official apologetics generally 
have a boomerang effect. Even the people 
who do not read newspapers and think little 
of the war cannot be stampeded into waves 
of optimism. They can be stampeded into 
waves of pro-war enthusiasm and can be 
made to feel the necessity of fighting. to 
the bitter end. The pacifist can be met 
and the pessimist cannot. 

The method which Europe has found ef- 
fective has come by accident and is still far 
from being a fixed policy. Plain and harsh 
statements, properly embellished with hon- 
est accounts of achievements and backed 
with an explanation of what is to be done 
and how it is to be accomplished have had 
the most extraordinary effect on  hboth 
French and Finglish. General Smuts’ inter- 
view with a French journalist, in which he 
explained that the high command had given 
up its old tactics of smashing through and 
had gone in for a variant type of nibbling 
ought to have been a sore disappointment. 
But the effect was astounding in its power 
to “buck up” the average Englishman. He 
had been let into a real secret and had 
been given a real insight into methods 
costs, purposes. The same is true of some 
of the speeches of M. Painleve in the 
French chamber of deputies. Occasionally 
an outspoken tale told by an Italian states- 
man has done more good than all the stories 
of the “incredible difficulties” which’ the 
Italians have to meet in Alpine fighting. 

There is no cure for pacifism and none 
is desperately needed; there is a cure for 
pessimism and it must be administered at 
once, for pessimism is not only a disease of 
a perverted mind; it is a contagious plague.

We know the human 
mouth is a veritable pool of infection, and 
we vainly try to clear away the infection by 
means of the toothbrush. Isn't it a foolish 
habit? If we used: our teeth, as nature. in- 
tended, we wouldn't need to brush them. 

rn six somersaults every night and 
every morning. If you can do it you’ are 
young. If you can’t, get young as.soon as 
you can. Any four-year-old child will show 
you how to turn a somersault. Any dodder- 
ing old fellow will laugh at the very notion. 
We old folks love to laugh at the ways of 
youth, after we have departed from those 
ways forever. Nevertheless, six somersaults 
night and morning constitutes the most ef- 
fective prescription we know for the preven- 
tion of arteriosclerosis. We are not going 
to try to tell why. Suffice to say that this 
silly ceremony makes folks young. If you 
don’t believe it, try it. If you are not 
younger after the first month's trial, if your 
stomach doesn’t behave better, if your Iver 
isn’t less troublesome, if your temperament 
doesn’t improve, if you don’t feel more pep 
and ambition and everything, then send back 
the somersaults and we'll use them eursgelf. 
And we don’t mind admitting that somer- 
saults improve metabolism, not to drag in 
the circulation, digestion and a lot of other 
handicaps. Metabolism is what makes the 
machinery go. When the machinery is work- 
ing beautifully a doctor would say the meta- 
bolism is well balanced, or the individual 
has a normal metabolism. ‘Every household 
should have a somersault hall, long enough 
to allow six in a row. If your house is 
cramped for room, turn them in a circle 
around your bedroom. There is only one 
place where it is really inconvenient to turn 
them, and that is the aisle of a Pullman 
sleeper, though there are also other reasons 
why traveling men wear out so many ar- 
teries, and we are going to delve into these 
other reasons in our next.

They have 
agreed to raise $500 of the amount 
asked from Dublin, and concluded their 
campaign with a big mass meeting at 
the colored First Baptist church to- 
night.

TO STRIKE GERMANY 


Rio Janeiro, November 16.—President 
Wences!ao Braz has signed the bill pro- 
viding for reprisals against Germany. 


A dispatch from Rio Janeiro Novem- 
ber 15 said the reprisals bill against 
Germany had been adopted by the 
chamber of deputies after its amend- 
ment by the senate. The bill authorized 
the government to proclaim a stage of 
siege wherever necessary to prohibit 
international commerce with Germans 
and to intern enemy subjects.

country against Austria and Turkey. 
He urged that the United States take 
some action toward establishment of a 
permanent policy of preparedness, and 
compared pacifists and pro-Germans to 
disintegrating forces in Russia. 

“This war has shown,’’ said Colonel 
Roosevelt, “that Austria has become a 
subject ally of Germany and an enemy 
of freedom and civilization. Unless we 
resolutely intend’ to break up both 
Austria and Turkey, and insist on lib- 
erty for the subject races in the two 
countries, our talk about ‘making the 
world safe for democracy’ is a sham

Anybody starting out with the in- 
tention of making a success in life— 
and I should hope there is none that 
don’t want to, I belieev everybody 
wants to succeed, whether you are 
going to be a lawyer, whether you are

- nobody wants to be a third-rater; we 


always want to live under that ban- 
“Success” upon it—in

He was 
endowed with phenomenal physical 
strength and correspondingly strong 
passions, which he was never taught 
to control, and his parents seem to 
have been a sort of wishy-washy, easy- 
going kind of folks that allowed him 
to do as he pleased. Had rigid disci- 
pline been exercised, 1 might have a 
different story to tell you tonight. 

Letting a body do as he pleases is 
just the same as letting him go to the 
devil, and it won’t be long until he 
will be to the devil if he is allowed to 
do as he pleases. 

Learned to Boss Parents. 

Probably he had learned to boss his 
parents before he was very old, and if 
he wanted anything, he learned that 
all he had to do was to fall on the 
floor and stiffen his spine and yell like 
a Comanche Indian, and he would get 
it.

tered that one saloon—in sixty-two 
minutes. 


A famous writ@r recently said, 
“Young men do not earn enough to 
support their wives, and there is such 
a craze for dissipation that women 
would rather go work in a store for 
almost nothing than risk their future 


in the bonds of marriage, to become 
the wife of a drunken sot, and then 
have to go out and earn the living for 
herself and the brute.”’ 


You are up against some things, An-' 


other said one reason why there are so 
few marriages is because so many 
young men are in the jails and peniten- 
tiaries. They are tramps. They loaf 
on the street corners. They spend 
their money in saloons and houses of 
shame, and they waste the Mower of 
young manhood. 

Oh, the devil has a way of making 
all the approaches to a life of sin look 
beautiful. Vice is deadly, no matter 
how harmiess it may 


appear. Many 
saloons are palaces of art and on the 


walls are paintings that come from the 
easels and the hearts of some of the 
Skilled masters of the world. Sucn 
Places are the most deadly hell-holes 
of all combined, and if liquor was only 
sold in stale beer joints, in a back alley, 
there wouldn’t be as many drunka 
as there are today.

We have got fifteen million young 
men in this country, enough to make 
a double line from New York to the 
Golden Gate, and they represent a pow- 
er that would stagger mankind, when 
you think, throwing them on the right 
side or on the wrong.

There was a ser- 
mon in his soul he couldn’t preach, al- 
though he never preached any better.

Two days later they found two 
of the dead bodies of those Sisters of 
Charity floating out in the Galveston 
harbor, each with eight children tied 
to her.
